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NATIONAL SECURITY COUNCIL INTELLIGENCE DIRECTIVE NO, 16 
FOREIGN LANGUAGE PUBLICATIONS 

Pursuant to the provisions of Section 102 of 
the National Security Act of 19l*7, as amended, and 
for the purposes enunciated in paragraphs (d) and 
(e) thereof, the National Security Council hereby 
authorizes and directs that: 

1» The Director of Central Intelligence shall 
insure the sssrdinaiisH e£ coordinate the procure- 
ment of foreign language publications for use by 
the Departments and Agencies of the Government for 
intelligence purposes, it feeing understeed that 
eaptured desumsRis are exeepted Svm this previsiea. 

2. The Director of Central Intelligence shall 
provide, as a primary reepeneifeility, as a service of 
common concern , for the following services support to 
the IAC agencies: 

a, Preparing and disseminating The exploita - 
tion of foreign language publications for intelli - 
6 ence purposes , ej*,, the production of English 
language excerpts, summaries, abstracts, compila- 
tions, etc , frem f ©reign language pufelieatiens. 
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The coordination state- 
ment has been made more 
positive. The captured 
document problem is well 
in hand in the ASDIC 
plan where Chief, FDD 
will automatically 
become AB/ASDIC when 
the plan is implemented.
